| F heard of in the Church till above 2000 years 
after Chriſt. The firſt that imagined a Carnal eat- 
ing were the Capernaites, who ( John 6.) miſtook - 
our Saviours words, for a Carnal eating his Fleſh 
with their teeth. This groſs conceit vaniſhed with 
the Authors z of whom St. Auguſtine ſpeaks — 
but makes mention of others, who abuſed, (lighted, 


- or deſpiſed this Holy Sacrament. Whereupon the 


old Writers and Fathers of the Church (to preſerve 
the dignity of this Ordinance, and to ſtir up the 
more Picty and Reverence in the minds of men toſo 
holy a Myſtery ) uſed many Rhetorical exprefiions 
and flourtſhes of Exornation, as giving thenames of 
the things ſignived,to the ſigns fignifying,e>e.which 
in after-times gave occafion to many miſtakes, 'and 
came thus to paſs. £5. > 
Gal/ienws the Emperour, a luxurious Prince giver 
wholly to pleaſure and carnal delights, through his 
ſloth and negligence, gave way to the Goths , and 


_ Other barbarous Nations, to invade and break ito 


the Empire;zwho for many years together made ſuch 
havock and ſpoyl in France , Spain, ealy, and all 
Chriſtendom, that there followed a great decay of

And 
this Confeſſion the Pope received and allowed for: 
Catholick. But no Papi at this day, will undertake 
the defence of it; and ſome of their own Doctors 
utterly diſhike it, becauſe then aged People ,” who 
have no teeth, cannot-cat cffectualiy. 

As yet we hear nothing of Tranſubſfantiationzthe 
word was coyned afterwards: for Lozebard, who 
lived a good while after this, ſaith, L. 4.Sert. D. 1s 
If any man enquire what manner of converſton'ts in 
the Sacrament, he could not reſolve hint. Howſo-- 
ever, It was never received as an Article of Faith, 
nor decreed by that name, till the third Connall of 
Laterax held. under T-»ocent TIN. 1 2 1 5, where 
Tit. de Fide Cathol. it is declared;That the very body 
and blood of Chrift js truly contained in the Sacra-+ 
ment of the Altar, the Bread being tranſubſtantiate 
into the Body, and-the Wine into the Blood of Chriff. 
This 1s the firſt News we hear of Tranſubſtantia- 
tzon. | 

We ſee now the Antiquity of Tranſubſlantiation. 
It 1s one of the Tares that were ſowed whil's? men 
ſlept , and grew up by degrees;- hut was ſcarce 
known, never decreed as an Article' of Faith ; till.

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above 1200 years after Chriſt; and was never re- 
ceived generally to this day. For ſome of their own 


Writers ( one a Cardinal ) ſay, That they receive it .*

The full growth and preſent ſtate of 
Tranſubſtanciation. | | 


E have ſeen now how Tranſubſtantiation 

was firſt ſowed, and how it grew upby de- 

greesz but came not to its full growth and height, 
till the Council of 7r2zz, called by Pope Pad 111. 
and aſſembled in the 'City of Trert , Decerth. 13. 
1545. In this Council, the Doctrine -of Trarſubſtar- 
tiztion being called in queſtion, was with ſameear- 


neſtne{ debated between the Franciſcau and Dowi- - 


nicau Fryers. The Dominicans aftirmed , That ix 
the Lords Supper, the Bread and Wine are turned in- 
| #o the wery Body and Blood of Chriit, matter into 
matter, and form into form ; and therefore it was 
called Tranſubſtantiation. Qa the contrary , the 
Franciſcans contended, That it was called. Tranſab- 
ftantiation, not becauſe ane ſubſtance was made 
the other, as Dominicans ſay ; but becanſe one fub- 
ſtance

ance ſucceeded in the place of the other, the Bread 
vaniſhing, and the Body of Chriit coming iu place of 
it. 1 purpoſely paſs over the hot diſpute they had 
about the manner of Being of Chriſt in the Sacra- 
ment, and how it differed trom the manner of his 
Being in Heaven; wherein the Learned Fryers. 
were {o confounded, that they could neither agree 
themſelves, nor ſatisfie others. The Fathers of the 
Council being for moſt part Lawyers, underſtood.

der how they ſhould underſtand, Locatume fine loco;

But 
indeed we can never expect any reaſon from them, 
who rejed& Scriptures, Fathers,pradtice'of Primitive 
Times, yea and the Inſtitution of Chriſt himſelf; 
to ſet up their own monſtrous Fancies, as the Coun- 
cil-of Conſtance doth ,' (iSefſ. 13.) where it is ſaid, 
That although Chriſt-adminiſtred the Sacrament in 
both kinds, and Primitive Chriſtians received it in 
both kinds5 yet ( Hoc #0x obſtante ) notwith- 
ſtanding all this; they- think fit to take away the 
Cup from the Laity, to avoid ſome perils and ſcan- 
dals;-no' man knows what, nor themſelves net

There muſt be ſome great and wonder- 
ful change of the Elements , or elſe the common 
Bread made of Corn, could never become an' in- 
{trument of heavenly grace and life, to feed,quick- 
en and ſtrengthen the Soul to life eternal. | 

And this change of the Elements cannot be in

Firſt, Becauſe that would overthrpw the nature 
of a true Body, as hath been ſaid. /

But the change we acknowledge, is in their ule, 
virtue, power, and operation 3 ſo that whereas be- 
tore Conſecration, the Elements were wm in{tru- 
ments to feed and ſtrengthen the Body ; after Con- 
| ſecration,they are holy inſtruments to feed and nou- 
riſh the Soul to life eternal. For if the Woman that 
| had the bloody ifſne (* 244th. 9. ) drew Virtue out 
of Chriſt to heal her diſeaſe, onely by touching the 
hem of his garment or cloaths in faith ; Why fhould. 
it ſeem ſtrange, that in receiving thofe holy Myſte- 
ries that Chriſt himſelf hath ordained; we may, and 
do receive Virtue from him”, and are truly made 
partakers of his precious body;and blood by faith ? 
Diſtance of place cannot hinder the work of faith, 
(Eph. 3. 17.) Chriſt dwells in our hearts by 

aith. 
4 When our Saviour ſayes, This #s my Body , he in- 
tends not to ſhew what the Bread is, but what his 
Body is : Not that the Bread is turned into his 
Fleſh, but that his Body is Food for our Soul , as 
Bread is for our Body. It ſhews not any converſion 
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of one ſubſtance into another, but onely the relatt- 
on that is between them. He which before called 
his Body Bread, now calls the Bread his Body that 
by this change of names, we might underſtand and 
believe the change that is made by grace; and not 
ſo much heed the things we ſee, as mind the things 
we ſee not: Tkeod. We confeſs then, that the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt is given and received 5 we 
agree about the matter, all the queſtion is about 
the manner. They ſay it is corporally and carnallyz 
we grant really, if by really ye underſtand truly and 
indeed; but yet that it is ſpiritual, heayenly,and dt- 

vine, The Truth is preſent with the Signe 3 the 
Holy Spirit with the Sacrament, feeding our Souls 
with the truth of Chriſts Body and Blood : but the 
inviſible working of that divine Spirit herein is un- 
ſearchable; the natural man cannot perceive it, be- 

cauſe it 1s ſpiritual, | | 

To conclude, Let us firmly believe what we can- 
not conceive; and reſt aſſured in this truth , That 
we receive in this Holy Sacrament the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt by Faith, though we cannot con- 
ceive it by Senſe and Reaſon. 
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
